Kudzu in Alabama is a pest 


Stan Windham 
County Extension Agent 


Almost anyone living in a 
rural area of Alabama knows 
what kudzu is and knows that il 
is a pest. Kudzu in Alabama has 
also: been: called “porch vine.’ 
“telephone vine,” 
vine.” It is only the visitor or 
tourist who asks the name of the 
agpressive and highly, visible 
green vine. 

Total control or eradication of 
‘udzu can be a threé=to-ten-year 
endeavor, usually involving the 
use of herbicides. Every kudzu 
plant: must be ‘killed. or the 
spread: of the surviving plants 
will mike previous control 
efforts useless. 

The Vines: may grow up to’60 
feet in a single Season and as 
much as! foot during a single 


day in the early Summer. This” 


amount of vine growth is sup- 
ported. by starchy, tuberous roots 
that can reach a depth of 12 feet 
in older patches and weigh as 
much’ as 200 to 300. pounds. 
Mature ‘stands usually have a 
plant every | to ‘2 square feed 
and may contain tens of thou- 
sands of plants per acre. 

All types of grazing animals 
will readily eat kudzu, but fre- 
quent defoliation over. 3 to 4 
years can ~destroy’ ‘stands, 
Therefore, kudzu has little value 
us 4 crazing crop except on a 
very temporary basis. This actu- 
ally can be a method of control- 
ling kudzu over an extended 
period. 

Kudzu’ can be controlled by 
persistent application of the 
right method, In order to eradi- 


« cate this pest, all large and small 


kudzu roots must be killed. 
The use of herbicides can 
control Kudzu, It is very impor- 
tant that you understand how 
each chemical. you can use 
works. These are strong: herbi- 
cides in many cases and can 
cause problems if not used prop- 
erly. Some examples are as fol- 
lows. 

Open area sites on. level 
ground Use uw Dow 


and “wonder ’ 


AgroSciences on kudzu grow- 
ing in-open areas with little or 
no slope: 

Sites near ponds, streams, and 
ditchbanks - These sites are-par- 
ticularly sensitive due to. their 
proximity to water, Veteran 720, 
sold by, Riverdale Chemical 
Company, is one of the most 
éffective herbicides for this situ- 
ation. 

In situations where the herbi- 
cide applied may contact water, 
use either Rodeo’or Accord. 

Young. pine — plantations 
Kudzu invading young pine 
plantations can best be-treated ” 
with mixtures of the following 
herbicides: Escort (DuPont 
Chemical: Company), «Accord 
(Monsanto. Chemical 


‘Company), and Arsenal. AC 


(American Cyanamid 
Company). 

One option would be to apply 
Escort with Arsenal AC. When. 
making eithér application, adda 
nonionic surfactant. 

Older pine plantations - To 
control kudzu draped on trees, 
consider using Garlon 4 (Dow 
AgroSciences). 

Noncropland - Spike (Dow 
AgroSciences) can be used to 
eradicate kudzu, often. with a 
single application. 

Residential or Home Ground 
Sites - In this situation, kudzu is 
usually close to desirable vepe- 
tation such as shrubs, trees, and 
ornamental grasses. Kudzu may 
also be on land owned by two or 
more individuals or families. 
The use of glyphosate herbicide, 
sold by Monsanto Chemical 
Company under the trade names 
of Roundup Ultra, Roundup 
Pro, and Accord, is most appro- 
priate in this case. 

Kudzu is a weed that can be 
controlled, Cost of herbicides - 
and time are the factors limiting 
successful control, If the desire 
is there to control kudzu, the 
battle can be won. Don't give up 
too quickly.
